The goodwill created 
by so doing inspired the publishers, 
Progress. Printers to make available 
space for a soccer article, which also 
appears in the “Chadstone Progress” 
with circulation of 200,000. 


Arrangements were made for cer- 
tain people to receive a small fee to 
phone progress scores to Olympic 
Park, so you, the public, were kept up 
to date with the results of games at 
other venues, a service sadly lacking 
elsewhere.
